ANGUISH 


A GRIEVING daughter has been left dis¬ 
traught after being told her mother can¬ 
not be cremated in Harlow because she is 
too big. 

When Jackie Marsh (56) died suddenly earli¬ 
er this month due to heart complications her 
daughter Clare Thornhill wanted to honour her 
mum’s last wishes, one of which was to be cre¬ 
mated at Parndon Wood. 

But after making the initial arrangements with 
a local funeral director, Clare was shocked to 
receive a telephone call informing her that her 
mother, who weighed 19 stone, was too large for

the cremators and would have to be taken to 
Braintree instead. 

“I am absolutely mortified,” said Clare (33), of 
Longfields. “My mum weighed 19 stone which I 
am not denying was big but there are much big¬ 
ger people out there. 

“It was already enough of a shock when she 
passed away, so for our family to now be told that 
we can’t have her cremated where she wanted to

Shopkeeper injured in struggle with would-be thief 


AN elderly shopkeeper is recovering in 
hospital after fracturing his ankle while 
fighting off a would-be robber. 

The incident happened outside the 
newsagents at Coppice Hatch on 
Thursday afternoon when the victim, 
who is in his 70s, returned from a cash 
and carry warehouse with a supply of 
cigarettes. 

As he started to unload his car a man 
ran towards him and grabbed bags con¬ 
taining cartons of cigarettes. The shop¬ 


keeper tried to fight him off and his 
wife, alerted by the commotion, rushed 
to help. 

The robber dropped the bags and ran 
towards a car as the shopkeeper strug¬ 
gled to try to detain him. 

The victim’s 41-year-old son threw a 
brick at the getaway vehicle, smashing a 
rear window. The car is described as a 
silver or light blue Mercedes with the 
part index DVP or DPV 

During the struggle the shopkeeper 


suffered a serious ankle injury. 

PC Mark Goodings, of Harlow 
police, said: “The injured man had two 
operations on a fractured ankle. We 
have not been able to interview him yet 
and it is not clear how the injury 
occurred. 

“It was obviously an extremely 
frightening incident for the family and 
we hope that members of the public can 
help us trace the two men involved. 

“We want to hear from anyone who 


saw what happened or saw the car driv¬ 
ing away at speed . It would have been 
quite conspicuous because of the 
smashed rear window. 

“We also believe that it jumped red 
lights as it headed towards Abercrombie 
Way and then towards Third Avenue.”

HARLOW’S town centre will be given a 
much-needed shot in the arm with the 
opening of two new leisure venues in 
Terminus Street. 

Following a four-month renovation project, 
Libertys Nightclub will officially reopen this week¬ 
end, while the Star can also reveal that town centre 
tenpin bowling alley First Bowl - which shut sud¬ 
denly last year - is set to reopen under new owner¬ 
ship at the beginning of the summer. 

Although details of the bowling alley are still 
being kept under wraps, the nightclub will feature a 
new staging area, private party room, large dance¬ 
floor and chill-out lounge. 

“It is the nearest thing you are going to get to a 
London club,” said owner Steve Brooks. “There isn’t 
a better club for miles around and will certainly pro¬ 
vide Harlow with something it hasn’t ever had 
before.” 

The nightclub, which occupies the former Fat 
Sam’s site, will be open from Thursday to Sunday 
from 10pm until 4am and Mondays from 8pm until 
late. More than 300 acts have been lined up for 
event nights, including chart-topping DJs, live music 
performers and acclaimed tribute acts. 

“Although it has taken a lot of work to get it to this 
stage, I am very pleased with the end result and hope 
that it will provide something fun and different for 
people of all ages who both live within Harlow and 
outside it,” said Mr Brooks. 

“There will be a lot of live music hosted on the 
new stage, particularly on Monday nights when there 
is nothing else to do in the town. And we have loads 
of great acts lined up for the upcoming months.” 

He added: “We basically hope to draw back the 
crowds that Harlow used to get in the town and help 
to shake off the bad reputation of trouble that the 
night scene has had around here.”

be cremated is just devastating.” 

Clare, whose mother came from 
Yorkshire and lived in The Briars for 
the past 30 years, said she would have 
been horrified to know of the final 
outcome. 

“Mum has never set foot in 
Braintree in her life! She made sure 
that we didn’t have to worry about 
her funeral by taking out a policy and 
she should be able to rest in Harlow 
as was her last wish. 

“In this day and age when people 
are getting bigger all the time they 
should have suitable equipment avail¬ 
able to accommodate them. 

“It’s like they’re saying if you think 
you’re going to die soon make sure 
you lose a few pounds first. It’s just 
disgraceful.” 

The crematorium will soon under¬ 
go a multi-million pound refurbish¬ 
ment after councillors approved 
plans to part-privatise the service last 
year. 

Graeme Bloomer, head of regula¬ 
tion at Harlow Council, said new cre¬ 
mators would be installed as part of 
the agreement. 

“We understand the family’s disap¬ 
pointment when someone’s wishes 
cannot be fully met,” he said. 

“We are planning new investment 
in the facilities at Parndon Wood,

including the installation of new cre¬ 
mators, and that will include looking 
at how we deal with outsize caskets. 

“Harlow’s current cremators were 
installed in the mid-90s and were the 
standard specification at that time. 

They can accommodate the vast 
majority of funerals, but very occa¬ 
sionally we get a casket size that is 
simply too big. 

“Although cremations in outsize 
caskets cannot be held at Parndon 
Wood, we are happy to talk to fami¬ 
lies about holding services and 
arranging for the ashes to be scat¬ 
tered or laid to rest here.”

Pals' trek to help 
quake-hit school

A UNIVERSITY student has 
completed an exhausting 100km trek 
in just over 24 hours to help raise 
money for a school badly damaged 
by the Japanese earthquake. 

Steve Salisbury (20), of Upper Park, 
Harlow, took on the Dartmoor 24 
Challenge to support a school located near 
the city of Sendai where a friend had been 
teaching when the earthquake and tsunami 
hit. 

Steve, who is studying environmental 
science at Plymouth University, said his 
friend escaped unharmed but the school 
was badly damaged. Determined to do 
something to help, Steve and medical 
student Tom Pavelle (19) decided to tackle 
the Dartmoor challenge for which they had 
to walk the entire 100km circumference of 
the national park in around 24 hours. 

“We are still suffering but really proud that 
we did it,” said Steve. “After seeing the 
terrible pictures of the school following the 
disaster we both really wanted to do 
something to help. 

“Our friend was teaching at the time and 
said that everything just started to fall off 
the walls. She had to cover the kids and try 
to keep them calm until it all stopped and 
said it was terrifying. 

“A lot of the kids’ families have been 
affected and it is still such a mess over 
there.” 

Steve, who is a member of the Territorial 


Army and has had a lot of experience 
walking across the moorland, said he 
didn’t realise just how hard it would be. 

“We were doing really well and then got to 
about 20 hours in and everything just 
started to really hurt,” he said. “You just get 
so tired at that point, especially if like me 
you’d hardly slept the night before in a very 
uncomfortable tent. 

“It was also really hilly and rocky. That was 
what really killed us, the hills. I still can’t 
walk down the stairs! 

“We managed to complete the challenge 


but just missed the 24-hour mark.” 

Steve, who is now recovering back at 
university, said he and Tom have already 
raised £500 for the school but would like 
even more if possible. 

“This trek was all about raising money for 
the Japanese school and obviously the more 
money the better, so any more donations 
would be really amazing,” he added.

Parties in a scrap 
for council seats

The candidates 


VOTERS go to the polls next Thursday in elections 
which will see 34 candidates in 11 wards battle it 
out for seats on Harlow Council. 

Labour will be hoping to make further gains by repeating 
their success last year when they took six of the 11 steats. 

Although that result was overshadowed by the defeat of 
former Labour MP Bill Rammell in the general election, it 
left the party just five short of the Conservatives’ 16. 

The Liberal Democrats - who last year lost seats in Bush 
Fair, Mark Hall and Staple Tye - face a fight to retain the two 
of their remaining four seats up for grabs this year following 
the decision by group leader Chris Millington to stand down. 

Lib Dem candidate James Rideout, who is contesting Mr 
Millington’s Bush Fair seat, faces a battle on three fronts with 
UKIP candidate Donald Crane throwing his hat into the ring 
along with Harlow Labour Party chairman Ian Beckett and 
Tory hopeful Samuel Stopplecamp. 

Elsewhere, Conservative group leader Andrew Johnson 
(Church Langley) and Labour group leader Mark Wilkinson 
(Harlow Common) are both standing for re-election. 

In Great Parndon, long-standing Tory councillor Patrick 
McClarnon is not seeking re-election after deciding to retire. 
David Carter, who was ousted from his Toddbrook seat at last 
year’s elections, is standing for the Conservatives against 
Labour’s Norman Knight and Liberal Democrat Pauline Bell. 

The double resignation of former Tory councillors Lee and 
Sarah Dangerfield last November means there are vacant 
seats in the Staple Tye and Sumners & Kingsmoor wards. 
Andrew Shannon will be hoping to win the Staple Tye seat 
for the Tories but will face stiff competition from Dennis 
Palmer (Labour) and Cheryl Hickey (Lib Dem), while former 
Lib Dem councillor Linda Pailing is the Conservative candi¬ 
date in Sumners & Kingsmoor where she will be up against 
Jacqueline Cross (Lab) and Roy Jackson (Lib Dem). 

As well as the district council elections, people living in 
the Harlow West division of Essex County Council will be 
asked to vote in a by-election triggered by the departure of 
Conservative county councillor Lee Dangerfield, who was 
forced out earlier this year after failing to show up for any 
committee meetings for a period of six months. 

The vacant seat will be contested by current district coun¬ 
cillors Tony Durcan (Labour), John Strachan (Lib Dem) and 
Mark Gough (Conservative). 

% NEXT Thursday’s ballot will 
also see people voting in a nation¬ 
al referendum on proposed cha¬ 
nges to the voting system used at 
general elections.

Key role of PAH's 
urgent care team 



HELPING people make the right 
choices about where to go for 
treatment is a pivotal part of Steve 
Byrne’s job in the urgent care centre 
at Princess Alexandra Hospital. 

Steve works for West Essex Community 
Health Services as an urgent care 
practitioner. He can often be found in the 
reception POD in the hospital’s accident and 
emergency department. 

The POD is where colleagues from the 
WECHS urgent care centre stream patients 
arriving at casualty to ensure they are 
directed to the right place for treatment. 

This may be to A&E if their condition is 
serious enough, but in many cases it will be 
to the urgent care centre just a few yards 
away or even to the patient’s GP or 
pharmacist. It all depends on the nature of 
the illness or injury. 

The key role the urgent care centre plays in 
helping to ease pressure on A&E is best 
illustrated by one weekend in March when 
357 people were seen at the POD. Of these, 
153 were directed to A&E, 159 to the urgent 
care centre and 33 to their GPs. 

Steve, who worked for the London 
Ambulance service for 15 years before 
joining WECHS in 2009, explained that 
“urgent” care was of the type needed 
within a few hours following an 
unexpected health problem. 

“People sometimes come to A&E 
as the first port of call to get help 
for a problem,” he said. “It may be 
something like a chronic shoulder 
injury that’s been painful for 
several weeks, in which case 
people need to book an 
appointment with their GP. 

“One of the things we do in the urgent 
care team is to help people understand 
the range of options available to them 
so they get the right treatment in the 
right place, first time. 

“In a way it’s about helping 
people appreciate which health 
problems are best treated 
where. Many can be self- 
managed at home or through 
a visit to their GP or a 
nearby pharmacist without 
the need for a trip to 
A&E. 

“This saves them time 
and means they are more 
likely to get the care 
they need. It also 


means a faster and more convenient service 
for those who do need to be seen in A&E or 
at the urgent care centre.”

Colds, sore throats, earaches or brief 
episodes of diarrhoea and vomiting are 
among conditions that can usually be treated 
at home or with the help of a health 
professional in the community such as a GP 
or pharmacist. 

The urgent care centre was launched last 
December as part of a programme of 
measures to provide better support for 
people in the community. Steve said it was 
now easier for hospital and community- 
based health professionals to work together 
to help people get the care they need in the 
right place. 

However, he urged people to think ahead 
about their health care needs. 

“For example, we sometimes have people 
coming in on the day their sutures (stitches) 
are due to be removed because they can’t get 
to see the practice nurse at their GP 
surgery,” he said. 

“At the time the sutures were put in they 
would have been told when they should be 
removed. But instead of booking ahead they 
leave it to the day and can’t then get an 
appointment with the practice nurse so they 
come to us. 

“This isn’t the best use of anyone’s time.” 


Together with colleagues in the community, 
the urgent care team works hard to 
help ensure people with health 
problems - including those 
with long-term conditions 
L such as breathing 

difficulties and diabetes - 
know what to do if their 
condition worsens. 

Steve added: “In many 
cases visiting their GP 
or, in the case of people 
with long-term 
conditions, contacting 
their community 
nurse or therapist

Coping with irritable bowel syndrome 


I F you have irritable bowel 
syndrome, you are not alone. 
IBS is common with worldwide 
prevalence estimated at nine-23 
per cent, yet many people remain 
undiagnosed and unaware that 
their symptoms indicate a 
medically recognised disorder. 

IBS is a common but poorly 
understood chronic (long-term) 
condition where the normal 
functions of the bowel are 
disrupted. 

Symptoms of IBS include 
abdominal pain or discomfort, 
changes in bowel habits or 
abdominal bloating. Symptoms 
can range from being mild to 
severe. 

IBS is one of the most common 
digestive conditions. Symptoms 
usually begin in early adulthood 
when a person is 20-30 years old 
and is twice as common in 


women as men. 

The cause or causes of IBS are 
unknown. The condition may be 
triggered by a number of factors 
such as stress, problems with 
the immune system (the body's 
natural defence against infection 
and illness) or a problem with 
how the muscles move food 
through the stomach and bowel. 
IBS does not pose a serious 
threat to a person's health, nor 
does it cause serious damage or 
disease of the digestive system. 
However, it can have a 
considerable impact on quality of 
life. 

There is currently no cure for 
IBS. Treatment involves using 
medication and changing your 
diet and lifestyle to try to relieve 
the symptoms.

D EPRESSION can be a serious 
illness.

Drug dealer caught by undercover cops 
boasted about supplying uni students 


A DRUG dealer who told an under¬ 
cover police officer he would supply 
students at a new university campus 
in Harlow has been jailed for three 
years. 

Peter Reynolds (21), of The 
Hides, Harlow, was caught making 
his boast during a police operation in 
the town last summer, Chelmsford 
Crown Court was told. 

Reynolds admitted two charges of 
supplying cocaine and cannabis and 
a third charge of being being con¬ 
cerned in the supply of cocaine. 

Samantha Lowther, prosecuting, 
said two officers named only as 


“Frankie and Andy” had been issu¬ 
ing leaflets in Harlow offering to 
buy items from people when 
Reynolds offered one of them “qual¬ 
ity stuff.” 

The officer was told the cost was 
£50 a gram and £30 for half a gram. 
After a number of telephone calls 
the transactions were carried out. 

The third charge related to an offi¬ 
cer buying cocaine from another per¬ 
son after being driven to two houses. 

“During conversations about a 
university being built at 
Harlow, Reynolds had said he could 
supply drugs there,” Ms Lowther 


told the court. 

Sentencing Reynolds to three 
years in prison, judge Charles 
Gratwicke told him: “Those addict¬ 
ed suffer degradation, family break¬ 
down, health problems and some¬ 
times loss of life. 

“You were someone who had a 
cannabis habit - not an addiction - 
and went into this with your eyes 
open. 

“You knew where to source drugs 
and where to sell them and I can’t 
put out of my mind your boast of 
what you would do when the univer¬ 
sity campus was built.”

Detective Constable Tom 
Dinsdale, who is leading the 
investigation, said: “This was a 
particularly vicious and cow¬ 
ardly attack as the victim is dis¬ 
abled due to a stroke in his 
early life. 

“He has no movement in his 
left arm and limited movement 
in his right leg which causes 
him to walk with a limp. He is, 
therefore, unable to defend 
himself.” 

The two attackers are 
described as white, 17-18 years 
old and about 5ft 9in tall. One 
was of skinny build with short 
dark hair and wearing a white 
hooded Adidas top, while the 


other had short heavily-gelled 
hair and was wearing a grey T- 
shirt, blue jeans and black 
trainers. 

The victim was wearing a 
blue jacket and green John 
Smith’s T-shirt. 

“I would like to hear from 
anyone who might have been 
on that same bus or saw the 
three men walking in Mark 
Hall Moors or the surrounding 
area before the attack hap¬ 
pened,” said DC Dinsdale.

Spreading confusion 
about green wedges 

SIR, I think John Curry 
deliberately confuses green 
wedges, green space, brownfield 
sites and agricultural land to 
mislead ( Letters, April 21). As a 
member of Harlow Civic Society 
he knows the difference. 

Freddie Gibberd would be the first 
to voice concern if his ideas were 
not adjusted and improved, bearing 
in mind the demands of the day. 

He did, after all, make one or two 
glaring mistakes himself. 

It is true that fractional parts of 
green wedge were taken for the 
Water Gardens development but 
this was under a Labour-controlled 
council. 

The old Sportcentre was losing 
money for being outdated and as a 
brownfield site was, therefore, top 
of the charts for development. 

The Leisurezone site was not a 
playing field as the school had 
long gone. Technically it was 
green wedge but it was the only 
place to put it after that other 
vociferous and very local group, 
HOOP, had vetoed the obvious 
choice of the Town Park. 

Latton Farm only has permission 
to remain a farm until the land is 
required for other uses. It is not a 
green wedge by definition as it is 
fenced, but if the rugby club were 
to move there then it would 
become a huge area of green 
wedge open to all residents. 

The Lister House development at 
Abercrombie Way is an eminently 
sensible piece of social 
engineering which will improve 
the locality by usage and tidy up 
the derelict driving centre. 

Finally, the area north of Gilden 
Way has been earmarked for 
development ever since Harlow 
was built. Just look at the 
roundabout - the access is already 
there. 

If the choice is subsidising farmers 
or building homes, I know what I 


Puerile approach to vote on AY 


SIR, Now aged 86,1 am totally neutral in 
respect of the method by which an MP is 
elected since the result of the Alternative Vote 
referendum is unlikely to concern me for any 
considerable length of time. 

However, the emotive and virtually puerile 
approach to the subject contained in a ‘No’ 
leaflet recently foisted upon me merits a 
response, if for no other reason than that it 
raises concerns about the manner in which 
future major political matters are to be 
discussed. 

Instead of the informative, measured approach 
that such an important issue requires, it 
presents a veritable minefield of half and part 
truths and misinformation. 

It fails to mention that in all other parts of the 
United Kingdom, government elections contain 
an element allowing the wishes of the total 
electorate to be more widely reflected, only 
those for Westminster confining results to the 
first past the post system. 

This anachronism is further in evidence when 
one realises many of the MPs who chose AV 
above all the other options available to be the 
subject of a referendum now viciously attack 
the system as unfair, stating that only five other 
countries use it. 


If AV is such a bad option, why choose it? 

Could this be because they are afraid that a 
public thoroughly disenchanted with politicians 
would say yes to change? Furthermore, 
trumpeting that Britain gave its system of 
election to the world fails to point out that this 
was done at a time when we controlled much of 
it and that many evolving nations and older 
states in Europe have rejected it. 

During the period in which the franchise has 
widened to its current level, few governments 
have been elected with more than 50 per cent of 
votes cast, in effect disenfranchising that part of 
the electorate not voting for the successful 
party. 

The ‘No’ campaign’s concerns seem facile when 
currently the majority of voters’ preferences are 
ignored and cast into a political dustbin. 

Stating that the current system has stood the 
test of time is equally facile, for the electorate 
has been denied any opportunity to discover the 
merits or demerits of any other. 

The Tories have fought tooth and nail to prevent 
reform or extension of the franchise since 
before the Reform Act of 1832 and almost 
without exception throughout the intervening 
period to the present day. No changes there 
then. But for Labour, dominated by the block 


votes of the trades union movement, the current 
opposition to further change for the wider 
electorate would appear to verge on the 
hypocritical. 

Unlike the people of my generation, few if any 
have first hand knowledge of coalition 
government. The strongest and best government 
during the lifetime of my generation was the 
wartime coalition, utilising the expertise and 
knowledge of people from all parties to benefit 
the country as a whole. 

Of course the circumstances were totally 
different, but that does not detract from that 
government’s success. Coalition need not involve 
a weakening of government, although it will 
undoubtedly upset party zealots with a 
watering down of the more extreme party 
polices. Nor is it a bad thing if used to benefit 
the electorate rather than merely as a means 
for politicians to obtain the power they crave so 
desperately. 

Finally, I have yet to see any literature 
advocating a ‘Yes’ vote, but if the leaflet offered 
by those against reform typifies their case, for 
me it indicates that change is needed badly.

SIR, John Curry is right to want 
to safeguard the amenities of 
Harlow for future generations but 
he and his colleagues in the civic 
society must join the 21st century.

with Gateway and New Hall.

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THE woman who inspired a 
businessman to build Europe’s first 
dedicated holiday centre for disabled 
youngsters has visited the site in 
Portugal for the first time. 

Annette Courtney, from Harlow, never imagined 
her boss Andy Mahoney would take up the 
challenge when she told him about her struggle 
to take away daughter Rachel, who has cerebral 
palsy. 

Because of Rachel’s disability, the family have 
not had a holiday for five years due to a lack of 
suitable holiday accommodation in the UK and 
abroad. 

But Andy was so struck by their plight that he 
has set up his own charity to convert a run-down 
former hotel on the Algarve into a fully- 
equipped home-away-from-home for children 
with disabilities and their families. 

Annette flew to Portugal with Andy to meet the 
dedicated band of volunteers who are working 
on the Centre Algarve project. 

Set in three acres of grounds, the 18-bedroom 
resort will offer sports facilities, a swimming 
pool, sensory rooms and other activities. There 
are plans to have a children’s petting zoo, with 
Broxboume-based Paradise Wildlife Park 
helping them to apply for a zoo licence. 

“It’s the most beautiful place I have ever seen,” 
said mum-of-two Annette. “It’s absolutely 
wonderful and there is a real feeling of hope and 
expectation there.” 

Annette, who has worked for Andy for eight 
years, met him when his Gaunts End-based 
specialist education transport company 24x7 Ltd 
took Rachel to school. 

Rachel (18) is currently studying for a BTEC in 
ICT at a specialist residential college in 
Coventry. She hopes to become a 
communications officer for the police. 

“Without Rachel or Annette there wouldn’t be 
this centre,” Andy said. “They are the catalyst 
for this project, which will be life-changing for 
many, many people.” 

During her two-day visit, Annette met Portugal’s 
minister for tourism. The British ambassador 
has also visited the site to pledge his support. 
Annette, who is also mum to Danie (24), said:

“He [the minister ] was very positive and is 
beginning to understand just how hard it is to 
take somebody who is disabled on holiday. 

“There is a need for places like this so not only 
the person who is disabled but the whole family 
can go away knowing all the things they need to 
care for that person are in place. 

“This is much bigger than just a holiday home 
for kids. It will be life-changing for them to 
have that experience and see outside the 
limitations of their own disability. It will show 
them there’s a big world out there and they can 
be a part of it.” 

Since work began at the beginning of last year, 

Centre Algarve has been inundated with offers 
of help from around the globe, with volunteers 
flying in from Australia, New Zealand, Canada, 

Ajmerica and Europe to offer their services. 

Other high-profile supporters included Fiat UK, 
which has donated a Dublo Cargo van to help 
with the building work. It will be used to carry 
construction materials and transport volunteers 
to the site. 

Andy said: “We’ve met some incredible people 



and have heard some incredible stories. We had 
one lady from Australia who recently flew home 
and then came back after six days. We’ve also 
got an English builder called Andy who came 
for two weeks in September and hasn’t left. 

“I never imagined we’d get the response we’ve 
had. In the first five months of starting work we 
were averaging 78 hours a day of volunteer 
labour. It blows me away every time I think 
about it.”

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MANY of the hundreds of people taking 
part in this year’s Midnight Walk have a 
special reason for wanting to raise money 
for St Clare Hospice.

Beckie’s mum, Heather, was cared for at the 
hospice back in October after having lived with 
leukaemia for three years.

I was able to stay with her 
for as long as I wanted and Dad lived at the 
hospice during that time. 

“The night Mum passed away I was there and 
the nurses were wonderful explaining what 
would happen and helping me prepare. 
Afterwards I had some counselling so the care 
didn’t stop when Mum passed away. 

“We have no regrets she came here, the care 
she needed was hospice care, not hospital 
treatment.” 

Beckie has signed up for the Midnight Walk so 
that she can “give something back” to the 
hospice. She is busy collecting sponsorship 
pledges for family, friends and work colleagues 
and has already smashed her initial target.

Cinderella

AS someone whose experience of 
ballet extends to once wearing a tutu 
on an ill-advised night out, it’s fair to 
say I wasn’t exactly pirouetting with 
glee at the prospect of reviewing 
Cinderella. 

After all, the sneering cynic inside me 
had always suspected ballet to be little 
more than an excuse for a bunch of 
grinning, over-flexible loons to show off 
how they could prance around on their 
tiptoes without pulling their calf 
muscles. 

Imagine my bewilderment, then, as I 
found myself completely immersed in 


an irresistible, cotton-candy fairytale- 
land of graceful dance, sumptuous 
visuals, beguiling music and 
enchanting storytelling. 

Traditional and accessible seemed to 
be the philosophy behind HBA’s latest 
production. And judging by the 
rapturous reception of a packed 
auditorium on the show’s opening 
night, it paid off handsomely. 

It’s a bold move for any group to stage 
a performance over three acts, but 
director and choreographer Michael 
Branwell’s decision to do just that gave 
his supremely talented young cast the 
freedom to showcase their 
breathtaking skills to Johann Strauss’s 
bewitching score. 

Worthy of special mention for their 
sublime solo dances were Lydia Ventre 
(Fairy of the Tiara), Emily Bird (Fairy of 


the Magic Shoes), Alex Cowley (Fairy of 
the Cloak) and Bethany Wilson- 
Chapman (Fairy of the Tutu). 

Jessica Gudgeon and Sam Whittome 
impressed as Cinderella and her 
dashing Prince, while guest artist 
Hamish Scott almost stole the show 
with an elegant, fleet-footed 
performance as the Spirit of The Rose.

Thor blimey! Another 
comic book superhero

KENNETH Branagh returns to the director's 
chair after the disappointing remake of 
Sleuth for a special effects-laden romp based 
on the popular Marvel Comics superhero. 
Thor is certainly his most technically demanding 
film to date but the miasma of digital trickery and 
pyrotechnics doesn’t appear to faze Branagh, who 
balances the slam bang thrills of a summer 
blockbuster with tender romance and broad 
comedy. 

Chris Hemsworth unquestionably possesses the 
imposing physical presence to take the role of the 
hammer-wielding god of thunder who is brought 
down to Earth - literally - to learn about humility. 
He sensibly leaves the emotion to Oscar winners 


Natalie Portman and Anthony Hopkins, who inject 
passion and fury to a predictable narrative that 
journeys from AD 765 to the present day, 
incorporating elements of classical Norse 
mythology to the underlying story of sibling 
rivalry. 

In the fantastic realm of Asgard ruled by Odin 
(Hopkins) and his wife Frigga (Rene Russo), Thor 
(Hemsworth) is an arrogant heir to the throne. 

He acts first and thinks later, endangering the lives 
of his trusty companions Volstagg (Ray 
Stevenson), Sif (Jaimie Alexander), Hogun 
(Tadanobu Asano) and Fandral (Joshua Dallas) by 
launching a suicidal attack on the Frost Giants led 
by the menacing Laufey (Colm Feore). 

A furious Odin strips his son of his powers and his 
legendary war hammer, and dispatches him to 
Earth as punishment. 


The fallen god materialises in the desert of Puente 
Antiguo in New Mexico, where he befriends 
scientist Erik Selvig (Stellan Skarsgard), protegee 
Jane Foster (Natalie Portman) and intern Darcy 
(Kat Dennings). 

The spark of attraction between Thor and Jane is 
palpable, but without his powers the fallen god 
must face the same trials and tribulations as any 
other mortal. 

Meanwhile, back in Asgard, Thor’s brother Loki 
(Tom Hiddleston) seizes an opportunity to ascend 
the throne and steer the kingdom in a new 
direction. 

Thor is an entertaining introduction to the muscle- 
bound hero and friends. Action set-pieces are 
orchestrated at breakneck pace and the digital 
effects are polished, including a terrific skirmish 
between Thor, the Frost Giants and a monstrous 
guardian of the frozen realm.

ALTHOUGH many people will 
be out in force celebrating the 
Royal wedding this weekend, 
others are taking advantage of 
the extra bank holiday for more 
practical matters such as house 
hunting. 

And the good news is that if 
you’re in the market for a 
mortgage then things could be 
looking up. 

According to one property 
specialist there are many 
attractive deals out there, 
although strict criteria have to 
be met. 

Paul Holmes, chief executive 
officer of first-time buyer advice 
service Firstrung, said that 
while the mortgage market is 
certainly improving, not all 
deals are available to everyone. 

Borrowers with a perfect credit 
history, a deposit in excess of 
25 per cent or those looking to 
borrow a small amount should 
be able to find a really good 
mortgage deal, according to Mr 
Holmes. That may well include 
Prince William and Kate 
Middleton but how about the 
rest of the first time buyers? 

The majority of people looking 
for UK properties may still 
struggle to find value for money 
and Firstrung compared the 
current mortgage environment 
to the way it was in the 1970s 
and 1980s. 

“It is a very small minority of 
people that would be buying a 
new property or moving up and 
having maybe 30 per cent 
equity retained from the 
previous property and only 
maybe be borrowing two-and- 
a-half times their salary on a 
joint income,” explained Mr 
Holmes. 

He added that mortgage 
activity is unlikely to pick up 
significantly over the next few 
years, as buyers who able to 
find the necessary deposits 
become increasingly scarce. 
“Lenders are not about to lend 
money at 95 per cent loan-to- 
value if their intelligence is 
suggesting house prices have 
perhaps another 35 to 40 per 
cent to fall,” he concluded.

There are many

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Nissan packs a power punch

I T’S an icon of Japanese 
performance and its 
predecessors had a habit 
of humbling supercars for 
breakfast. Say hello to the 
2011-spec Nissan GT-R. 
There’s no mistaking it for 
anything else. Its exterior 
design is focused on 
channelling air, feeding the 
engine and brakes and keeping 
it stuck to the road for as long 
as physically possible. 

Not that it is unattractive as a 
result; far from it in fact. It 
just has the simple appeal of a 
finely-honed chef’s knife - 
purposeful and mightily 
effective. 

There are plenty of other 
detail tweaks too. Sharpened 
aerodynamics, lighter wheels, 
improved cooling, retuned 
suspension and upgraded 
tyres, better cabin materials 
and even a low fuel 
consumption mode for when 
the mood takes you. This is 
more than just an annual 
update. 

One thing that hasn’t changed 
is the performance. Of course 
there is a little more power: an 
increase to take it to a Ferrari- 
bashing 523bhp. As ever, this 
power is channelled through a 
six-speed dual clutch gearbox 
to the fiendishly clever four- 
wheel drive system. 

Clever because the numerous 
electronic brains constantly 
monitor a whole range of

vehicle parameters in order to 
achieve maximum acceleration 
and minimal slip. If that 
sounds like a dull way of going 
about things, then you could 
not be more wrong. 

For a car that will nudge 
200mph in a straight line, it is 
anything but intimidating. Pop 
open the sleek aluminium door 
handle to climb inside and the 
layout before you is purposeful 
but welcoming. 

The small, chunky steering 
wheel has the feel of a racing 
car, and the superb Recaro 
seats adjust over a wide range. 
But however it’s set it will 
clamp you in place, ready for 
the G-forces to come. 

Start up, slip the transmission 
lever into automatic and you’ll 
wonder what all the fuss is 
about. It pulls away as 
seamlessly as a family hatch 
with only a rumble from the 
exhausts and the firmness of 
the ride to give any indication 


that there’s more on offer. 
There’s even the option of 
softening up the suspension 
for bumpier roads, as well as 
setting the stability control 
and rear diff to more 
sympathetic settings. It will 
even operate in two-wheel 
drive during tight manoeuvres 
to avoid any unpleasant 
transmission shunt. 

Like any true supercar of the 
modern age, it can do the 
boring stuff without throwing 
tantrums and making you 
wish you’d taken the bus. It’s a 
true everyday supercar and 
you’ll take every mile of it 
without hesitation for the 
pleasure it provides when the 
road conditions go in your 
favour. 

Not that you need good 
weather and a sunny day. Rain, 
wind or shine, the GT-R is 
equipped to deploy every 
ounce of its performance 
regardless of conditions. 


Even the smallest gap in traffic 
is enough. The merest squeeze 
of the accelerator brings in the 
twin turbochargers and 
despite the mammoth output 
there is a large wedge of 
torque available from low revs. 
But if you want the full effect, 
switch the transmission to 
manual, sharpen the 
suspension and transmission 
modes and push the throttle to 
the floor. 

Before you get to the carpet the 
GT-R surges forward and 
begins to eat up the asphalt in 
front. Beyond 3,000rpm the 
scenery starts to blur and your 
eyes will instinctively widen, 
all accompanied by a 
purposeful roar from the 
tailpipes. 

Should you be on a suitable 
stretch of straight and 
derestricted road, the GT-R 
will punch all the way up to a 
spectacular 196mph with the 
seamlessness of the 


gearchanges simply adding to 
the dramatic acceleration. 
There may be hypercars that 
could out run it, but none of 
them can match the GT-R’s 
ability to deploy this 
performance so easily and so 
frequently. 

And all this drama can be 
brought to a halt in a flash 
thanks to the mighty carbon 
brakes. Lean hard on them and 
they will not wilt, a twitch of 
the steering wheel and it will 
dive in to the bend exactly as 
your inputs demand. The grip 
on offer is eye-widening and 
you have complete control 
aided by the four-wheel drive 
system for maximum 
acceleration out the other side. 
It has the capability to 
despatch bends far above what 
the average driver would think 
possible and yet all the time 
you are kept completely in the 
loop with a constant stream of 
feedback through the steering 
wheel. 

It’s a sensory overload when 
you want and yet it can cope 
with the humdrum without 
breaking sweat. It has the 
kudos and the looks to turn 
heads wherever it goes and 
needs no excuses when pulling 
alongside the established 
supercar hierarchy. 

But the sucker punch is the 
price. Starting at £69,950, the 
Nissan GT-R runs rings 
around similarly-priced 
exotica. 

All you need to do is sign on 
the dotted line.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.
